.. At the Chief ef Polloe emerged from 

his office and announced that OSWALD would ho moved to the 
County Jail vary shortly, the Chief contented that ho would 

Jj T J*®7* d Previous night, hut had decided not 

to because this would bo doubl cross i ag the press, Bsportere 
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asked the Chief whether any threats had been made against 
OSWALD'S life. Be replied in the affirmative, but refused 
to discuss the nature or the source of these threats. Xn 
reply to questions concerning protective Measures, the Chief 
said that a commercial armored car would be used to transport 
OSWALD to the County Jail. The Chief explained that OSWALD 
would be taken from the Homoclde Squad Boon to a non-public 
elevator locatad approximately twenty pacea from this room. 

He would then be taken directly to the basement where the 
armored car waa waiting to transport him. 

O'LEARY stated that at this point, he and PAPPAS 
determined that they could remain on the third floor to 
observe OSWALD'S exit from the Homoclde Squad Room and would 
have sufficient time to quickly descend the etalra to the 
basement, arriving there before OSWALD would in the elevator. 

Ho and PAPPAS then had arranged to use the letter's ear In 
order to follow the pollae and OSWALD to the County Jail. 

At approximately 11:15 a. a. , Captain PRITZ, head of 
the Homoclde Division, Dallas Police Department, emerged from 
his office with OSWALD, who was flanked by two other detectives, 
one of whom waa handcuffed to OSWALD. At this point, the press 
representatives were lined up on one side of the corridor 
leading to the elevator and the police on the other. All of 
the representatives began shouting unintelligible questions 
to OSWALD, who waa quickly taken to the elevator. O'LEARY 
could only hear one comment that OSWALD made to the press, 
which was, "Yes, I want to see the American Civil Liberties 
Union." Be and PAPPAS Immediately took the stairway to the 
basement where a large contingent of police, television and 
press representatives awaited. Be noted that they did mot 
encounter any police officers guarding the stairway or its 
entrance to the garage. The elevator where OSWALD was to 
arrive from the third floor was located In a separate security 
room. Outside of this rcfom there was a twenty foot wide channel 
leading to the arsored car, with police and press representatives 
milling about freely on both sidps. O'LEARY, upon crossing 
from ons side to the other of this corridor, exhibited hie press 
Identification very quickly to an officer and was waved on. 

At approximately 11:19 a.n. , OSWALD emerged from 
the security room, flanked by the previously mentioned of floors, 
paused briefly and then proceeded toward an unmarked police 
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Mr which had been placed in the garage for the purpose of 
transporting OSWALD to the garage entrance Where the armore4 
ear was waiting, due to the fact that It was too large to 
gain access to the garage. 

O'LEARY stated that at this noakont, the police ear 
was backed further into the garage toward OSWALD and the 
operator accelerated the motor, causing considerable noise 
and eonfusion. He noted that he, as well as other individuals 
present, including OSWALD, had nooentarlly focused their 
attention upon this ear. From the corner of his eye, he noted 
sn Individual emerge fro* the crowd about five yards to his 
side. This individual, subsequently identified as JACK EDDY, 
quickly ran up to OSWALD and appeared to threw His body directly 
against OSWALD, at which tine the ahot was fired. OSWALD'S 
face first registered surprise and then pain as he collapsed 
on top of JACK RUBY. At this point, a complete state of bedlam 
existed, with officers drawing their weapons and shouting to 
seal off the building and permit no one to leave. 



O'LEARY stated that he immediately detached himself 
from the crowd and took a public elevator up to the third 
floor in search of a telephone. He noticed that the Chief 
of Police was In his office preparing correspondence and 
apparently was unaware of the recent events. He quickly in- 
formed the Chief of the shooting and proceeded to the telephone 
to call his paper. 

O'LEARY stated that in hie opinion, the Dallas Police 
Department was very relaxed in their security precautions, based 
upon the fset that they appeared to be accepting any identification 
from the press representatives and in his own case, he warn 
permitted access to various areas, apparently from previous 
recognition. Be stated that he does mot personally know of any 
unauthorised person who was permitted to enter the basement 
area, but due to the number of people and disorganisation, it 
was possible there were some. Due to his concentration on 
•vents which were taking place at that time, he can recall 
recognizing only one other press .representative in the basement 
mnd that was TOST RIPLEY, who he believed to be with a Detroit 



O'LEARY stated that ha had no information which 
Venld Indicate that any person, police officer or Dallas goyex-n- 
■Mint efflcial conspired with RUBY in committing this murder. 
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0« the contrary, he believes that RUBY committed this aot oil 
the spur of the Moment. He based this on the fact that he had 
Observed RUBY on the previous day, Kovember 23,1963, present 
In the Municipal Building when OSWALD was being taken to ym* 
from the Bomocide Division for Questioning. At Much tines, 

RUBY was In close proximity to OSWALD and would have had ample 
opportunity to shoot him at that time. O'LEARY stated that in 
addition, several days subsequent to the murder , he had occasion 
to talk with TOM HOWARD, Defense Attorney for WJBY. HOWARD In- 
formed him that RUBY had arrived at the Municipal Building only 
Moments before OSWALD emerged into the garage. O'LEARY noted 
that only very few top police officials knew the exact time 
when OSWALD was to be transported and that If RUBY had arrived 
a few minutes later, OSWALD would not have been present. HOWARD 
also informed that RUBY had entered the Municipal Building fron 
the Main Street entrance, directly past two police officers who 
wers conversing and who did not challenge him. 

O'LEARY stated that he had aot personally conversed 
with JACK RUBY, but had observod him on various occasions 
prior to the shooting, circulating among the various press 
representatives, passing out hin business card and Inviting 
them to visit his night club. 

O'LEARY stated that he has no information indicating 
any prior relationship or acquaintance between RUBY and OSWALD. 

O'LEARY stated that he had no knowledge of any un- 
authorised persons being present in the garage at the time of 
the shooting, nor has he received Information concerning any 
relationship or prior acquaintance between RUBY and OSWALD. 

O'LEARY advised that prior to his departure from 
Dallas, Texas, on Kovember 30,1963, be had been in contact with 
YBI Agents on several occasions and furnished considerable 
information concerning the events of November 24,1963, as well 
as other matters relating to the Presidential assassination, 
which he had obtained both prior and subsequent to that date.
